to roll at a moment’s notice, Alan Sirois 

stepped to a podium near a granite memo- 
rial depicting the World Trade 
Center’s (WTC) twin towers 
and opened Agawam’s 10th 
anniversary remembrance cer- 
emony of the nation’s worst ter- 
rorist attack on Sunday. 

“Ten years ago on this date, 
19 evil men took the lives of 
2,977 men, women, and chil- 
dren. Today, we are taking a few 
moments to remember these 
victims,’ he said to a crowd of 
more than 100 gathered for the 
9:30 a.m. ceremony — his first 
since becoming the town’s fire 
chief in June. 

Held in front of Agawam’s 
fire department headquarters on 
Main Street, the turnout was one of the town’s largest 
and best-attended 9/11 anniversary remembrances. 

A poignant event, it involved leaders and mem- 
bers of the community — from local and state elect- 
ed representatives to Agawam students, police and 
fire officials, clergy, and veterans — who recalled 
the sacrifice, courage, strength, and unity shown on 
Sept. 11, 2001. 

Chief Sirois said the events of that day changed 
America forever, with threats to our way of life, our 
economy, and our freedom still “just as clear as the 
skies over New York City” on that fateful day. “But 
we will not falter, we will not fail, and we will never 
surrender. The memories of 2,977 lives lost will not 
allow us.”

But during the past decade Eisenbach 
said much healing has taken place that is 
making for a better world.

In his address, Agawam 
Mayor Richard A. Cohen 
said it was important to “mourn | 
the innocent lives lost on Sept. 11 4 
as well as to honor and respect 
those first responders who 
rushed into harm’s way 
and our troops who 


have kept our 
country safe 
and strong.” 

The may- 
or said he 


hoped the 10th anniver- 
sary remembrance would 
rekindle the spirit that 
united the country follow- 
ing the attack. “We came 
together as a country and as 
a community. We moved for- 
ward together. We should never 
forget that compassion. Acts of 
kindness today will help us remem- 
ber those we lost, and help us to stay 
strong and resilient.” 

State Rep. Nicholas Boldyga, R- 
Southwick, said the ceremony was an 
opportunity to grieve and to celebrate 
New York City’s first responders, “who 
stayed behind to help — and who paid 
the ultimate sacrifice.” 

The former police officer said first re- 
sponders are always prepared and ready 
to help in an emergency. “We’re trained 
for that. But the most important thing is 
for our first responders to return home

Locals reflect 
on 9/11

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AGAWAM - Several Agawam residents who were 
among the more than 100 people at the town’s Sunday 
morning remembrance ceremony of the 10th anniversary 
of Sept. 11, 2001 shared their memories of that day and 
reflected on the importance of having an annual ceremo- 
ny to mark the attack. 

This was the first year that John Zollo could attend the 
remembrance ceremony. In past years, he was at work 
as a Springfield police officer — which is where he was 
when the first plane slammed into the World Trade Cen- 
ter’s north tower. 

“T was in the Springfield District Court. Everything just 
stopped,” he recalled. “We plugged in a little 8-inch TV 
and watched what was happening. After the second plane 
| - struck the south tower, they closed the courthouse.”

After eight years, town looks 
to update zoning ordinance

AGAWAM - The Planning and Communi- 
ty Development Department will present the 
city council with a proposal to conduct major 
updates to the current Zoning Ordinance at 
the Sept. 19 council meeting, scheduled to 
Start 7 p.m. 

The review process has been stalled for 
more than eight years after the city council 
failed to act on an update of definitions and 
the item was removed from the Oct. 8, 2003 
agenda, Mayor Richard A. Cohen said. 

In 2001, shortly after Cohen was elected to 
his first term as mayor, the planning depart- 
ment approached the town about making up- 
dates based on recommendations made to the 
town by Attorney Mark Bobrowski. There 
are no major changes being suggested at this 
time that would adversely affect developers, 
but many issues could be cleared up with zon- 
ing that could actually help businesses, devel- 
opers, and enforcement personnel in town. 

“We want to re-write the zoning ordinance 
so it becomes clear and concise and easy to 
use by businesses and developers so there is 
no room for interpretation,” said Cohen. 

The current zoning ordinances have been 
in place since around 1950. It was slightly 
updated in the 1980s, Planning and Com- 
munity Development Coordinator Deborah 
Dachos said. But many of the definitions are 
now out of date; some ordinances are not in 
line with newer state laws, which causes sev- 
eral inconsistencies with zoning issues. 

“We want to be able to make things very 
clear, of what is allowed by right and what 
requires a special permit,’ said Dachos. “In 
some cases, our bylaws allow certain uses for 
land by right, but place restrictions or criteria. 
We want to go through each use and make it 
allowed either by right, or by special permit 
and the Planning Board can set those condi- 
tions.” 

Definitions updates, 


including simple 


terms such as what constitutes a “family,” 
would be updated through the proposal. 

“Those types of definitions have been 
changed over time and people need to under- 
stand what the updated definitions are,’ said 
Dachos. 

She also said definitions need to be uni- 
form and need to apply to all ordinances. 

“Right now, we have several ordinances 
we have added in that have their own defi- 
nitions,’ said Dachos. “We need to bring all 
the definitions together so they are easier to 
find.” 

In September 2003, a definition update 
was brought forward by an advisory com- 
mittee consisting of city councilors, citizens, 
and town officials. It was later taken off the 
agenda, and the process of updating the zon- 
ing ordinances stalled from that point. 

Dachos and Cohen are trying to revive the 
process with the help of the Pioneer Valley 
Planning Commission. Jessica Allan, a plan- 
ner from PVPC, will make the presentation to 
the council at the meeting and will join Cohen 
and Dachos in trying to convince the council 
to move forward with the review process. 

“It’s very important we get the council 
on board with this,’ said Dachos. “There is 
a pressing need to make these ordinances... 
easier to interpret.” 

Current zoning ordinances are often diffi- 
cult to read, Dachos said, and require a lot of 
questions to be answered by attorneys. 

Cohen said he hopes making the definitions 
and ordinances clearer will pave the way for 
more businesses to come to Agawam. 

The planning department already has a 
good foundation to start the review with the 
work that was done updating definitions in 
2003, an effort that took about 18 months. 
Dachos says a full review of the zoning ordi- 
nances will take at least a year, if not longer. 

The city council would have to vote to 
adopt any changes to the zoning ordinances 
with a two-thirds majority, or at least eight 
votes.

Boldyga files amendment 
to secure jobs 


BOSTON - State Rep. Nicholas A. Boldyga, R-South- 
wick, announced that he has filed an amendment to House 
Bill 3702, “An Act Establishing Expanded Gaming in the 
Commonwealth.” 

Boldyga’s amendment will order the Gaming Commission 
to give preference to casino license applicants who can guar- 
antee that a majority of their employees are legal residents 
of Massachusetts. Boldyga’s amendment will ensure that 
new jobs created from expanded gaming will stay in Mas- 
sachusetts and will not be given to residents of neighboring 
States. 

“Hundreds and possibly thousands of jobs will be created 
by legalizing casino gambling in Massachusetts,” said Bold- 
yga. “My amendment will ensure that new jobs created from 
casino gambling will go to citizens of the Commonwealth 
and not to out of state residents. 

“Tn addition to providing much needed jobs for the unem- 
ployed in the Commonwealth, I believe that expanded gam- 
ing can and will boost an already struggling economy within 
Massachusetts. My amendment guarantees that jobs will be 
created for Massachusetts residents when casino gaming leg- 
islation becomes law.”

AGAWAM — The Agawam City Council will likely decide 
the final fate of the athletic and extra-curricular activity user 
fees instituted during the budget process and then rescinded 
under the pressure of parents and students of the Agawam 
Public Schools. 

When the Agawam City Council meets on Sept. 19 at 7 
p.m., they will take on a vote for a $97,000 supplemental 
budget for the schools. It will be the second supplemental 
budget proposed by the mayor this year for the schools. 

Mayor Richard Cohen, who also serves as the chair of the 
school committee, said Tuesday, Sept. 13 he planned to pro- 
pose “suspending the rules,” in order to advance a vote on 
the supplemental budget. The vote in favor of accepting that 
budget must be made in order for the city council to vote on 
it at their next meeting. 

Under normal rules for the school committee and city 
council, a resolution or proposal for action appears as new 
business for a committee’s consideration, and then advances 
to old businesses at the next meeting to be voted on. 

The supplemental budget appears as new business on the 
Sept. 13 agenda and the school committee must vote to sus- 
pend the rules and advance the measure to old business for 
a vote, ensuring the city council can vote on it Sept. 19 and 
vote the funds to balance the budget. 

The potential affirmative votes would put an end to talk of 
fees for at least the 2012 fiscal year, which saw the Agawam 
schools take a huge $1.6 million hit due to lack of state fund- 


ing and other budget cuts. 

The budget cuts caused the school committee to impose a 
$25 fee for all extra-curricular activities, raise parking fees 
for high school students from $40 to $100, and impose a 
$100 per sport athletic user fee. 

The issue drew outcry from many parents and students 
at Agawam High School, especially parents of students in 
National Honor Society and other organizations, who felt 
students should not have to pay to do community service, or 
in the case of the NHS, pay to be part of something that is 
supposed to be a reward for academic achievement. 

City Councilor Robert Magovern led an effort to get the 
school district talking about the issue, saying at the Aug. 1 
council meeting that the school should look into whether or 
not they can do something about the fees. 

The school committee’s solution during a mid-August 
meeting was to raise the parking fee to $160 and eliminate 
the activity fees for all extra-curricular activities at the high 
school. Athletic fees stayed in place. Upon learning of more 
than $200,000 in additional state funding, the school com- 
mittee later eliminated the fees altogether and returned the 
parking fee to $40, the price it was at during the 2010-2011 
school year. 

The first supplemental budget for the schools came from 
a $250,000 cut in the reserve fund and several key teach- 
ing positions that were cut. The restorations of the positions 
brought kindergarten class sizes that would have been in the 
mid-20s, outraging several parents that spoke at a June 20 
budget hearing, back down to about 16 or 17 students.

A complete list of 

contest rules and eligibility can be found on the entry form. 

“We hope to bring a positive awareness to our group’s mission 

and have some fun showcasing local dogs and the pho- 

tographic talent of their owners,” said Debbi Sanchez, 

the group’s vice-chairperson. She added that the group 

hopes to make this an annual fundraising event. 

The Agawam Dog Owners Group is an or- 

ganization created to raise awareness and 

funding for a fenced in, off leash dog park 

where well behaved canine citizens and _ their 

owners can socialize in a clean, safe environ- 

ment and where friendly dogs can exercise without 

endangering or annoying people, property, or wildlife.

dled together to watch 
the incredibly evil acts 
unfold, and journalists — even in small towns 
— had to actually cover the breaking news 
while battling their own personal emotions. 

When I look back now 10 years later upon 
my own particular daily newsroom experi- 
ence on the morning of Sept. 11, 2001, it 
pales in comparison to what wartime jour- 
nalists have had to cope with in our nation’s 
war on terror. 

Since 2002, 23 journalists have been killed 
in Afghanistan and 150 in Iraq, the vast ma- 
jority of which hail from the United States or 
its allies’ media companies and died cover- 
ing the wars. 

After the death of Iraq war journalist Kha- 
lid W. Hassan from the New York Times, the 
paper’s Executive Editor Bill Keller, stated, 
“Khalid was part of a large, sometimes un- 
sung, community of Iraqi news-gatherers, 
translators, and support staff, who take enor- 
mous risks every day to help us comprehend 
their country’s struggle and torment.” 

While the mission of war journalists is not 
to attack, kill or capture the enemy, many 
died — or like Khalid were murdered - on the 
front lines bringing non-sanitized, unfiltered 
news to your doorsteps, computers and tele- 
vision screens. 

The Committee to Protect Journalists 
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tracks the deaths of journalists worldwide 
on its website, http://www.cpj.org, and Iraq 
and Afghanistan are only two of a growing 
number of countries with terrorism-related 
deaths among members of the media. Doz- 
ens of journalists were recently held captive 
in a Libya hotel after the fall of Ghdafi and 
may not have survived if not for one brave 
female producer who negotiated with the 
military for their release. 

Perhaps Ann Cooper, executive director of 
the Committee to Protect Journalists, said it 


best in her remarks during a public affairs 
program, titled “The Press and the War on 
Terrorism.” 

Cooper said, “Armies do the same thing, 
whether they represent a government or a 
rebel movement. Negative news is some- 
thing that the military is always seeking 
to control. And it’s the same with criminal 
mafias: they don’t want their dirty deeds 
exposed by investigative journalists, and in 
some countries organized criminals will kill 
journalists to shut them up.”

AGAWAM — Following the completion of road work on 
Springfield Street, crews will move on to Losito Lane, Hen- 
dom Drive, Poplar Street, Bridge Street, One-If-By Street, 
and Two-If-By Lane, said Agawam Department of Public 
Works Superintendent Christopher Golba. 

According to Golba, the paving project on Springfield 
Street started Sept. 6 and was scheduled to take roughly two 
weeks, depending on the weather. 

“It’s a major artery in town and it really needs to be re- 
paved,” he said about the street from Mill Street through the 
intersection of North Street. Additionally, Golba said a por- 
tion or North Street will be repaved. In all, roughly 8,000 feet 
of road will be reworked.

Derek, who grew up in Feeding Hills and 
graduated from Agawam High School in 
1999, said his wife’s grandmother learned 
she had breast cancer in her early 50s. 

“She was lucky enough to only have to 
have a lumpectomy and to go through six 
weeks of radiation; she didn’t have to go 
through chemo,” Derek said. 

According to the American Cancer So- 
ciety, breast cancer is the most common 
cancer among women in the United States, 
other than skin cancer. It is the second- 
leading cause of cancer death in women 
after lung cancer. 

The chance of a woman having invasive 
breast cancer some time during her life is 
a little less than one in eight. The chance 
of dying from breast cancer is about one 
in 35. 

Information from the American Can- 
cer Society Website 
(www.cancer.org) 
indicates that breast 
cancer death rates 
have been declin- 
ing, likely the result 
of finding the can- 
cer earlier and better 
treatment options. 
Currently, there are 
more than 2.5 million 
breast cancer survi- 
vors throughout the 
country. 

“She was extreme- 
ly lucky,” Derek said 
of his wife’s grand- 
mother. “She wanted 
to drill home the pos- 
itive message here, 
that she was diligent 
with going for mam- 
mogram screenings every year and she’s 
confident that her decision to do that helped 
them catch it early enough that the impact 
on her quality of life was minimized.” 

About two years ago, she found another 
lump, which Derek said required another 
lumpectomy. 

“There was no further chemo or radia- 
tion needed,” he said, adding, “She’s very 
grateful to the doctors she had and the 
treatments she got.” 

About seven or eight years ago, while the 
couple was still dating, Erica and her sis- 
ter sat down with their grandmother to talk 
about a charity through Baystate Health 
Foundation called Rays of Hope, which 
raises money for breast cancer research. 
Founded in 1994, Rays of Hope — A Walk 
Toward the Cure of Breast Cancer, has 
grown from 500 participants to over 17,600 
and has raised close to $8.3 million, all of 
which has been awarded locally through 
Western Mass. Since that time, Derek esti- 
mates they have raised roughly $8,000 for 
the organization. 

Though they aren’t sure if there’s any 
kind of history of cancer in Erica’s fam-

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ily, her grandmother did have a cousin who 
died of breast cancer at the age of 30, Der- 
ek said. She was, ironically enough, a nurse 
at the time. 

The couple has good reason to be con- 
cerned about the disease: their 1 1/2-year- 
old daughter Kylie as well as their son, Ja- 
cob, 2 1/2. 

“It’s important to raise children to un- 
derstand the importance of taking care of 
themselves,” he said. “We all know where 
it can go. It’s a very tragic disease that 
touches way too many lives.” 

In the past, Derek and Erica Rose have 
held tag sale and bake sale fundraisers with 
the proceeds benefiting the Rays of Hope. 
Three years ago, they started a charity pok- 
er tournament aimed at offering individuals 
a different, fun way to raise money for the 
cause. 

This year, their efforts will continue with 
a poker tournament 
on Friday, Oct. 21 
at the Amvets in 
Chicopee, located 
at 754 Montgomery 
St. The entry fee is 
$50, with 50 percent 
(or $25) going to the 
Rays of Hope while 
the other $25 goes 
to the prize pool for 
the players, with the 
top 10 percent being 
eligible for prizes. 
Prize amounts will 
be based on atten- 
dance. 

Registration will 
begin at 6 p.m. and 
the event will begin 
around 7:15 p.m., 
Derek said, adding 
there will be a cash 
bar until 11 p.m. 

The tournament itself will be managed 
by computer software called The Tourna- 
ment Director, which will calculate round 
lengths, blind level increases, payouts and 
track player statistics. 

This year marks the third year running 
the event and the second year that the Am- 
vets have generously donated the use of the 
hall. 

“The Riders from Amvets Post 12 in 
Chicopee have donated the hall for us to 
use free of charge for the second consecu- 
tive year,” he said. 

The funds raised at the tournament will 
go towards the Rays of Hope — A Walk To- 
ward the Cure of Breast Cancer, which will 
be held Sunday, Oct. 23. 

“Anything you can do to minimize the 
impact and extend your life is vital,’ Derek 
said.

safely to their families and their communi- 
ties.” 

Agawam Police Lt. Eric Gillis represented 
Police Chief Robert Campbell who was at- 
tending the New England Chiefs of Police 
Association’s annual conference. 

Gillis said the WTC death toll had been ex- 
pected to reach 6,000, but was less than half 
that number. 

“Dedicated and selfless first responders 
prevented thousands of deaths by helping 
people escape from floors below where the 
planes hit,’ he said. “Every first responder 
who answered the call for help that day is a 
hero. All of us owe them and their families a 
huge debt of gratitude.” 

Agawam’s next generation also partici- 
pated in the remembrance ceremony. Three 
youngsters who weren’t yet born 10 years ago 
— the post-9/11 generation — Emily Gillis, 
8, Cameron Gillis, 6, and Hope Gravanis, 8, 
lit three candles and placed three roses at the 
memorial. Agawam High School students 
Victoria Bortolussi and Danielle Marcoullier 
played taps. 

Cohen, Sirois, and Gillis then positioned 
three wreaths around the memorial as bag- 
piper and Agawam Fire Department Lt. B.J. 
Calvi played “Going Home.” The candles, 
roses, and wreaths symbolized the three lo-

Zollo said he recalled a sense of height- 
ened tension in the courthouse and among 
his fellow police officers that morning when 
hijacked planes also crashed in Washington, 
D.C. and Pennsylvania. He added that his 
wife Jennifer, a nurse at Baystate Medical 
Center, had a similar experience as hospital 
employees waited for the next tragedy to hap- 
pen, expecting mass casualties. 

With him at the re- 
membrance ceremony 
was his 8-year-old son 
Zachary. Zollo said he 
and his wife have been 
talking to their son 
and daughter about the 
events of Sept. 11 to 
help them understand its 
significance. 

“Tt’s important to re- 
member what happened 
on Sept. 11, 2001. We 
can never forget what 
happened that day and 
we need to help our next 
generation — and all fu- 
ture generations — understand the magnitude 
of that tragic day,’ said Zollo. 

On the 10th anniversary of the terrorist at- 
tack, Diane Vershon recalled how the events 
of Sept. 11 affected her. She was working 
for a Springfield pharmaceutical distributor 
that went into “high gear” when the hijacked 
planes flew into the WTC towers. 

“Our company had a contract to supply 
several hospitals near the WTC. We expected 
that there would be many survivors, so we 
packed ointments, gauze, and other medical 
supplies we thought the hospitals would need 
to treat burn victims.”

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cations across the country where the hijacked 
planes crashed. 

Another touching and emotional moment 
in the remembrance ceremony came in a fire 
department tradition — “striking the four 
fives” — that has been used for more than 
100 years. An Agawam firefighter struck a 
bell five times, repeated in four series with 
a slight pause between each series, to render 
final honors to the departed New York City 
firefighters. 

After Calvi piped Amazing Grace, prayers 
were read by two Agawam firefighters, de- 
partment chaplain Father Bill Hamilton and 
Lt. James Deming, who recited “The Fire- 
fighter’s Prayer.” 

Closing remarks were delivered by Aga- 
wam City Councilor George Bitzas, who de- 
signed the 9/11 memorial. He said the country 
must always stand united despite differences 
of race, religion, country of origin, or political 
affiliation. 

“We are all Americans. We must put all 
other things aside, be united as one and con- 
tinue to make our country better and stronger 
— respected by all nations and feared by those 
who want to harm us. We must be prepared 
and we must never allow another Sept. 11 to 
happen in our country.” 

The nearly 45-minute ceremony concluded 
with Booth leading everyone in singing “God 
Bless America.” 


She said the company — which is no lon- 
ger in business — got one shipment delivered 
before everything into New York City was 
shut down. 

Vershon said it’s important and appropriate 
for Agawam to have an annual remembrance 
on the anniversary of 9/11 so everyone “can 
remember and pray” about the same thing at 
the same time. 

Dottie Waterman was inspired to attend 
Agawam’s anniversary ceremony after watch- 
ing 9/11 remembrance 
events on television. So, 
on Sunday morning she 
turned off her TV and 
walked down the street 
to honor the victims of 
that day in person. 

“This was very impor- 
tant to me. It’s a way for 
our community to come 
together,” she said.

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Chief ready for any new 
terrorist threats

gawam Fire Chief Alan Sirois 
Aire the town’s fire department 

as a paramedic about a month be- 
fore the 9/11 attack. Also an Army reserv- 
ist at the time, he was on duty when the 
second plane struck the World Trade Cen- 
ter’s south tower. That’s when he knew 
things would never be the same again. 

“When the smoke cleared, literally and 
figuratively, I realized that our nation and 
my life as a solider and as a paramedic 
were changed forever,” he said as he re- 
flected back on the past 10 years while sit- 
ting in his office after leading the town’s 
10th anniversary remembrance ceremony 
for Sept. 11, 2001. 

In October 2001, his reservist unit was 
activated. After training at Fort Bragg, he 
was sent to Afghanistan for eight months. 
In 2003, he did another tour of duty — 
this time in Iraq. But his last tour of duty 
— and his military service — ended after 
only eight months when he was struck by 
shrapnel during a mortar attack. 

Awarded the Purple Heart, Sirois re- 
turned home and rejoined the fire depart- 
ment. Over the years, he rose through the 


ranks to become the department’s deputy 
chief. Upon the retirement of Chief Ste- 
phen Martin earlier this year, he served as 
interim chief before being named chief in 
June. 

Holding his hat, the chief pointed to the 
gold insignia on the front. “The number of 
bugles on the firefighter insignia dictates 
rank,” he said. “A chief’s insignia is five 
crossed bugles compared to four for a 
deputy chief. There’s a saying among fire- 
fighters that the fifth bugle weighs a ton.” 

While Sirois said his duties and respon- 
sibilities weigh on his mind constantly, 
he is determined to make sure Agawam 
firefighters are ready for any challenge. “I 
want our town to have the strongest and 
best-trained department so we can suc- 
cessfully tackle any threat.” 

He said the annual Sept. 11 remem- 
brance ceremony serves as a reminder of 
the type of adverse situation Sirois wants 
his department to be prepared to face. “We 
mourn the lost souls from Sept. 11 not 
only because we must never forget what 
happened, but also because we must be 
prepared to do whatever we can to prevent 
anything like that from ever occurring 
again.”

“When practiced on a regular basis, one 
can expect increased strength and flexibility, 
better balance, and increased energy,’ said 
Dietschler. “And aside from the multiple 
physical benefits, a regular practice helps 
people sleep better and cope with stress 
more effectively.” 

The fee for all classes is $5, 
and each class is one hour and 
10 minutes. 

The first 60 minutes of 
every class is dedicated to 
movement, and the remain- 
ing 10 minutes set aside for 
rest. “The rest time is the fa- 
vorite part of the class,” said 
Dietscler. “It’s probably the 
only time during the day that 
we are encouraged to do abso- 
lutely nothing. With the scent 
of lavender in the air and the 
soothing sound of the ocean 
playing in the background 
students either fall asleep, 
pray, or practice being still, 
trying to reduce their mental 
chatter. No matter how they 
choose to spend the last 10 


minutes, everyone leaves 
feeling rested, refreshed, and 
rejuvenated.” 


Dietschler has been teach- 
ing yoga since 2004 and says 
the physical benefits of a reg- 
ular practice and comments 
from her students motivate 
her to continue. The class has 
received positive feedback 
from participants ranging in 
age from 53 to 74.
